_ carrier-should act contrary to the 
ditions fixed by the board, thc board 
carrier should pay less than, the 
wage fixed, or maintain less favor- 
able working conditions than those, 
proposed by the board, it might be 
ipprppriate'^for the board to hold a 
learing upon section 313.

tho University Exteasion division. 


This total includes 7,756 in one 


or both of two semesters 3,1*6 of 
the 4,557 summer session students 
who were not in regular sessions, 
310 disabled soldiers in vocational 
training, and 378 in the short 
course in agriculture.

Rev. Goodsell Succeeding 
In Church Work In Denver; 


Was Methodist Pastor Here 


Dr. Henry 
Guy Goodsell, 
for 


many years pastor of the First 
Methodist church here, 
who Jeft 


Madison last 
September 
to tak<> 


over the pastorate of the Warren 
Memorial Methodist church has at- 
tained the same place of high re- 
spect and popularity in Denver, 
Col., that he held here, according 
to advices received by his friends. 
The following "article was published 
rtot-ntly in tlio Denver Xews: 


•*! am**the humanest cuss that 


ever lived!" exclaimed;Pr. Henry 
G«y Goodsell recently when SODW- 
one remarked .that ministers usual- 
ly are considered to live-on a level 
which sets them apart from

temptations of their fellow beings. 
It" is his "humanness" and a fear- 
less vigor which gives Dr. Goodsell 
a reputation as one of the strong- 
est pastors in the city. 


Dr. Goodsell came to Denver last 


September 
from 
Madison, 
Wis., 


where he was pastor of the First 
Methodist chnrch, tho largest of 
the denomination in the West Wis- 
consin conference. 
The reason for 


his ch'ange to Warren 
Memorial 


Methodist Episcopal church here 
was that doctors" recommended a 
char.ge of climate for" his three 
children. Dr. Goodsell says that 
already 
Colorado air is making 


them robust. 


Warren ?rlemorial church, locat- 


ed as it is at East Fourteenth ave- 
nue and Gilpin street, is.the home 
of worship for a class of well-to- 
do, conservative, cultured, 
home- 


owning citizens. 
Some Methodist 


ministers said not long 'ago that 
this church, previous to Dr. Good- 
sell's coming, had been hopelessly 
dead for months, a "problem" which 
the Colorado conference had been 
unable'to solve. Now, he declared, 
it is marvellously rejuvenated and 
is one of the most progressive de- 
nominational centers in the 
city. 


Dr. Goodsell is quite modest about 
his accomplishments during the last 
nine months. Under pressure he 
admits that 112 new 
members 


have been added to the congrega- 
tion. He ventures the information 
that the mortgage has been _paid off 
since his coming, but explains that 
he had nothing to do with this; as 
it would have been done anyway.

Northwestern university he travel- 
ed for a year : for a coal company. 
"A friend said to me, 'You used to 
sell coal, and now you are giving 
away harps,'" Dr. Goodsell ^com- 
-mented on his change of profes- 
sion.'1 didn't want to go into the min- 
istry," he 
went 
on. " "I 
fought 


against it, indeed, but now I can 
say that I'd rather be an impecun- 
ious preacher of the gospel 
than 


anything else on earth. How did I 
come to be a pastor? 
Well, you 


might almost say I belong to the 
Apostolic succession. 
My grand- 


father, my father's brother and my 
mother's brother1 were 
all minis- 


ters. My father w.is pastor of the 
First Methodist church in the town 
where I was Jporn. It was the-log- 
ical thing for me to be a minister.

practically born into the 


profession." 


•Dr. Goodsell then went on to tell 


how he gave up a salary of $1T)0 a 
month and expenses as a traveling

"People talk about the 'good old 


days' " Dr. Goodsell said. • "There 
are no good old days. The biggest 
opportunities which the world has 
ever known face the 
young man 


who enters the ministry 
today. 


There 
are 
discouragements 
to 


meet; there always were and there 
always will be. Pessimism is always 
strong after a war; such a conflict 
seems always to be followed by a 
period of social unrest and seeming 
moral degeneracy. Yet I^feel that 
there is more cause for 
optimism 


'now than ever before." 


Dr. Goodsell's father was .pastor 


of the> First Methodist 
Episcopal 


chnrch of Platfeville,'- when 
Dr. 


Goodsell was 
born. Thirty-three 


years later, the son became 'pastor 
of the same church. 


"I remember going to make my 


first pastoral call on an old lady 
in my congregation," he said 
re- 


miniscently. "I felt quite dignified 
though inwardly ^somewhat fright- 
ened. "Why if it isn't Guy,' she 
said. "Bless you, I -used to hold you 
on my lap when you was a baby." 


Pedestrianism is his hobby. 
He 


tells about a 40O mile_ walking trip 
which he" took in Wisconsin, but 
says that Colorado with its beau- 
ties of morntain scenery, is much 
more adapted to this sport.
